Parnell and His Friends Re- 
capture the Office of 
United Ireland.“ 


Last Night’s Meeting Influencing 
Public Opinion in Hia Favor 
Thoughout Ireland. 


A Strong Fight to Be Made by Both 
Factions in the Kilkenny 
Election. 


The Bishop of Ossory’s Advice tothe Kil- 
kenny Electers—Pian of Campaiga of 
Parnell’s Farty— His Sapporters te Hold 
Meetings Simultaneeusly 1 Ireland, 
America and Australia—Healy Disgusted 
by His Reception in Dublin—A Complete 
Revolution of Public Sentiment—Glad- 
stone Gees Home, Making Speeches En 
Reute—The Big Meeting in Dublin and 
the Irish Leader’s Speech—A Manifesto 
Issued by the McCarthy Faction ef the 
Irish Parliamentary Party. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 11.—The struggle fer posses- 
sion of United Ireland assumeda new phase 
this morping and again Mr. Parnell is in pos- 
session of the offices ofthe company. When 
the opponents of Mr. Parmell, who sacceeded 
last night in forcing an entrance into the 
office and in destroying all the leaders pre- 
pared by Mr. Leamy, who was appointed yes- 
terday to succeed Mr. Bodkin, who was acting 
editor during the absence of Mr. Wm. 
O’Brien, took their departure, they left a 
guard in possession with orders to resist any 
attempt of Mr. Parnell or his friends to enter 
the buildings. This morning Mr. Parnell pro- 
ceeded tothe office and with the assistance of 
a crowd of supporters, forced open the doors 
and took possession. The police witnessed 
the affair, but did not interferein any way. 
After he had succeeded in recapturing the 
office Mr. Parnell wenttoa windowand ad- 
dressed the crowd outside. 

PARNELL USES A CROWBAR. 

To guara against any further attempt on 
the part of Mr. Parnreli’s opponents to re- 
capture the office, no one was allowed to en- 
ter, and the doors and windows were closely 
bolted and barred. Mr. Parnell was accom- 
panied by the staff of editors he ap- 
pointed yesterday, and when the 
office was secured against in- 
truders all conversation with outsiders 
was carried on through a key-hole. When 
Mr. Parnell made the assault upon the office 
this morning he nimself was armed with a 
crow-bar, which he used in forcing the front 
door. In the afternoon Mr. Parnell started 
for Cork. A large crowd was at the depot and 
when he made his appearance to take the 
train he was loudly cheered. 

PARNELL WINNING. 

The large and enthusiastic meeting held in 
the rotunda last night and the speech then 
made by Mr. Parnell has already had the 
effect ofinfluencing public opinion in favor 
of Mr. Parnell throughout Ireland, and the 
number of his adherents is growing rapidly. 
His supporters in Limerick are making prep- 
arations for a great popular display 
in bis honor upon his arrival here. His con- 
stituents in Cork are also preparing to receive 
him, and they will give him an enthusiastic 
welcome. Mr. Leamy has sent a private dis- 
patch to a frlend in London, stating that Mr. 
Parnell is winning all along the line. 

THE KILKENNY ELECTION. 
The Most Rev. Abram Browrigg, D. D., 
Roman Catbolic Biskop of Ossory, in which 
diocese is situated the town of Kilkeuny, has 
advised the voters there in the coming elec- 
tion fora member of the House of Commons 
to fill the yacancy caused by the death of Mr. 
Marum, to cast their ballots according 
to the dictation of their con- 
science. The fight there will be a good 
test of Irish opinion and the supperters of 
Mr. Parnell are desirous of putting forward 
the strongest possible candidate. The Par- 
nellites have withdrawn the nomination of 
Mr. Barry O’Brien, the author, and have 
finally selected Mr. Kelly to contest the seat 
against Sir John Pope Henmessey, the nom- 
inee of the McCarthy faction. 

GLADSTONE GOES HOME. 

Mr. Gladstone left London to-day on his 
way to hishome at Hawarden. He will de- 
liver addresses at Redford and Worksop en 
route. A dense fog prevailea when Mr. 
Gladstone left the city.

Gladstome at Kedford Depot. 


LONDON, Dec. II.— Mr. Gladstone upon ar- 
riving at Redford Depot this afternoon ad- 
dressed a meeting of 3,000 persons. He said 
he anticipated thatthe Irish members of 
Parliament by their spontaneous 
action would sottie the present 
diffieulty in the Irish question, 
The continuance of Mr. Farnell in the leader- 
ship would be fatal to home rule in England, 
Scotland and Wales. Parnell was no 
longer the leader of the Irish National- 
ists who had separated themselves from 
him. He (Gladstone) admitted that the Irish 
party oughtto be independent and that the 
consideration and settlement of this question 
ought to be left to them, but there was some- 
thing besides consideration in Irish politice, 
namely the great cause of lloerallem in Eng-

A TOTAL LOSS. 


The Big Indian Steamer Nepaul 
Stranded at Plymouth 
Breakwater. 


Fierce Fight Between the Euro- 
pean and Lascar Sailors. 


The Passengers Landed Safe}-Carge and 
Vessel Doomed—The Great Guild Hall 
Meeting in Londen—A Disgracefal 
Scene in the Parliament of Quebeo— 


Switzerland Elects a New President 
and Vice-President—A Protest From 


Bermuda—Ex-Kisg Milan's Denial 
Foreiga News. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—Tho Peninsular & Ori- 
@ntal Steamship Co.’s mali steamer, Nepaul, 
last night stranded at the Piymouth break- 
water during the prevalence of adense fog. 
Some of the passengers were immediately 
landed by a tug which went out to the vessel’s 
relief. Others elected to remain on board the 
steamer ia the hope that she would speedily 
be floated into deep water. Government and 
private tugs were hurried to the assistance of 
the big Indiaman. The tow lines were at- 
tached and atagiven signal a simultaneous 
effort was made to drag the Nepaul 
out into high water. The 
proved abortive, and a few moments later 
tne ship was found to be rapidly taking in 
Water througb a great rent in her bottom and 
further efforts to float her were abandoned as 
bopeless, The tugs then took off those pas- 
Sengers who had at first declined to abandon 
theship. Duringthe entire time from the 
stranding of the Nepaul up to 
the moment of their being taken 
om by the relief boats the conduct 
ef Lascar sallors was disgraceful and cow- 
ardiy in tbe extreme. They seemed to be 
seized with a wild, unreasoning panic. Time 
after time the officers and white sailors of the 
Nepaul were obliged to beat the Lascars back 
from the boats, and when the 
decision had been finally rpacbed 
to abandon the steamer, the 
European officers, men and passengers, were 
obliged to unite in driving the Lascare far 
enough away to make it possibie for the wo- 
men and children toreach the boats. Not a 
life was lost. The specie, baggage 
of the passengers, government and 
private dispatches were also saved. 
The cargo, which consists ot 1,300 
cheste of tea, 1,500 bags of wheat, 1,000 bags of 
rice, indigo, jute, etc., is doomed, the rapid 
in-rushing of the water baving made any at- 
tempt tosave it impossible. The cargo was 
insured in Lioyd’s for £100,000. The Nepaul 
was bound from Calcutta for London and had 
stopped at Marseilies. 

COMPLETELY SUBMERGED. 

Adispatch from Plymouth, received this 
afternoon, says the Nepaul is completely 
submerged. 


The Guild Hall Meeting. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—Last night’s great meet- 
Ing at the Guiid Hall—great in point of num- 
bers and no less so in point of influential rep- 
resentatives—could hardly fail to have some 
effect in modifying Russian persecution of He- 
Drews, t any expression of foreign feeling were 
eapable of making an impression upon the 
(zur and his advisers. The proceedings were 
ofan interesting nature and facts were laid 
before the meeting showing intolerable abuses 
perpetrated by Russian officials, and the utter 
Misery to which the present system bas re- 
duced millions of the Hebrews. Chief Raubi 
Adler stated the case of his co-religionists.The 
action of the meeting willbe presented to 
the Czar by the British Ambassador at St. Pe- 
tersburg. It was stated that large numbers of 
Hebrew had recently sought to acquire same 
rights as Christians by pretending to be con- 
verted to the Christian religion, which course 
would ordinarily have enabled them to carry 
on business without restriction, employing 
other members of their families to assist 
them, the others adhering to the Hebrew re- 
ligion. But by a recent decree even this out- 
let bas been practically closed, it being pro- 
vided that no Hebrew shall be accepted as a 
convert unless his wife and children, brothers, 
sisters and parents become Christians with 
him. Neither can a Hebrew become either 
Catbolic or Protestant. He must join the 
Greek Orthodox Church, thereby enabling the 
authorities to keep an eve on him. 


Rough Experience With a Ghost. 


KINGSTOR, Ontario, Dec. II.— An Englishman 
named King has bad rare experiences at 
Foxboro with ghosts. He says bis evil genius 
is a woman of medium height, @#ith fair com- 
plexion and long flowing hair of reddish 
tinge. Overa week ago King met her and 
came out of the fray with a lame wrist. His 
companions could see no one, but his contor- 
tions indicated pain. King left his compan- 
jones by the roadside last Thursday and a few 
minutes later his cries brought them to him. 
Hie was lylug unconscious. His tongue was 
swollen and hanging from his mouth. His 
neck bore marks of violence, impressions of 
Angers being upparent. For three days King 
could not articulate. When he could talk he 
sid that bie assailant was the wysterious 
female. There is consternation in the vil- 
lage. King is very intelligent and not of 
vicious habits.

QUEBEC, Canada, Dec. 11.—A disgraceful 
scene was enacted inthe Legislature yeazrer- 
day before the doore were opened. Mr. Mer- 
cler, the Premier, made some remarks about 
a private decument which had been presented 
to him by the opposition. His remarks were 
so evidently personal that Mr. LeBlanc rose 
and asked whether be was referred to. The 
Premier acknowledged that he referred to 
LeBlanc andthe quarrel between the two de- 
came hot. Mr. LeBlanc, In a reply, referred 
to an occasion when the Premier was charged 
by a certain newspaper with being 
under the influence of liquor. 
This maddened Mr. Mercier, who sprang 
to his feet and offered to go outside and settle 
the matter. Mr. LeBlanc stepped forward as 
if to meet the Premier in the middle of the 
floor, but some of bis friends interfered and 
restrained him. When the doors were finally 
opened, the members were so excited that no 
business could be done. 


A Protest From Bermuda, 


HALIFax, Nova Scotia, Dec. 11.—Advices 
from Bermuda report tnat the people of those 
islands are greatly exercised over the recent 
refusal of the Imperial Government, in de- 
Hance of colenial laws which have existed for 
a third of a century, to allow 
aliens, even when naturalized, to own 
real estate on the isiands. The Bermuda 
Legislature has just adopted a memorial to 
the Queen protesting against this action and 
pointing out that as all of the privileges of citi- 
zent hip in Bermuda rest upon the owner- 
ship of real estate, there is no other induce- 
ment to become naturalized. The Legisia- 
ture says it is impossibleto exaggerate the 
disastrous results of the continuation of such 
a policy.

GIVING 


THE RECENTLY DFFIANT BUCKS 
EVIDENCE OF SUBMISSION, 


Favorable Reports From Gen, Ruger aad 
Ger. Brooke—Maj. McLaughlin Declares 
There Is Ne Danger of an Outbreak 
Sitting Bull and His Followers Keeping 
Up the Ghost Dance. 


S@WasHINGToN, D. C., Dec. 11.—Gen. Scho- 
field to-day received the following favorable 
dispatch from Gen. Miles about the Indian 
situation: 

**Reports from Gen. Ruger and Gen. Brooke 
are quite favorabie. The presence of the 
troops now in position has had a demoraliz- 
ing influence upon tbe Indians and 
those that a week ago were defiant 
aud warlike, are now giving evidence of sub- 
mission. Capt. Ewars, Fifth Infantry, has 
ceturned to Fort Bennett, bringing with him 
Humph, who formerly did excellent service 
with mein the Lame Deer and Nez Perces 
campaigns, and was badly wounded in the 
latter. He desires to renew his allegiance to 
the Government, and I will make good 
use of him in bringing in others. 
Gen. Brooke reports that the Indians near 
White River have turned loose their stolen 
stock and were coming in. Col. Sumner re- 
ports quite a large number of Indians in bis 
vicinity who are willing to obey his orders. 


These belong to Big Foot’s followers and 
are located about the southwestern part of 
Cheyenne River Reservation. 


Trouble With Red Renegades. 


SPOKANE FALLS. Wash., Dec. 11.—Specials 
tothe Review report great uneasiness and dis- 
content among the settlere, near the Colville 
Indian reservation. Renegades from the re- 


servation who are supplied with whisky by 
the whites are becoming very quarrelsome 
and insolent. Afew days ago a small band 
fell to fighting among themselves, and an In- 
dian was killed, an‘ia number were injured. 

At last particulars have been learned of the 
killing of Freighter Cole, whose murderer was 
shot by De yy Sberiff Ives several days ago. 
As reported in these dispatches Indian Jobn 
and a companion rode up to Cole’scamp and 
asked forachew of tobscoo which was re- 
fused. John drew his pistol and was ordered 
by his companion to kill Cole which he did, 
shooting him in the side and stomach. They 
then carried the body three or four miles in «a 
southeasterly direction and hid it in the 
bushes. The friendly Indians and whites are 
now searching for the remains. These 
troubles are im no wav connected with the 
Messiah craze. 


Ne Danger of an Outbreak. 
MINNEAPLIS, Minn., Dec. 11.—The Journal’s 
Bismarck (N. D.) special says: Mr. Me- 
Laughlin, agent at the Sianding Rock Inalan 


Agency, is in town to-day. He says there is 
—— — — 


no danger of an outbreak and that there has 
never Leen. Sitting Bull and his followers 
are still keeping up the chost dance on Grand 
River, but thelr wild enthusiasm is rapidly 
abating. The Major thinks a week more of 
cold weather will wind upthedancing. He 
says that he can arrest Sitting Bull without 
any trouble, but stnere is no occasion for 
taking him into custody. Had Buffalo Bill 
undertaken to arrest Sitting Bull there 
would bave been serious trouble without a 
doubt, for when the old Bull heard that Bill 
was after him he gathered together a strong 
body of warriors io were determined to 
fight for their chief’s freeaom. It is thought 
that McLauvbiin was instrumental in 
having the order for Buffalo Bill’s 
mission rescinded. Information comes 
from Pine Ridge through private 
sources, that the report ofa cattie stampede 
by the Indians and an exchange of shots near 
Buffalo Gap isacanard. No cattle have been 
run off by the Indians except their own stock. 
The special correspondents of the Eastern 
papers exaggerate their stories fearfully. 


The Situation Very Serious. 


RAPID City, 8. D., Dec. 11.—The Indian 
situation here is considered very serious. No 
word has as yet been received from the cow- 
boys who were sent out to defend 


outiaying ranches. Yesterday a large 
lot of rifles and ammunition was received 
bere from the Governor to arm the ranchers 
and settiers who are considered in danger. 

Capt. Carr, First Calvary, with four troops of 
cavalry from Fort Leavenworth, are at Oel- 
riob. Capt. Wells, Eighth Cavairy, with two 
troops, has been ordered to Buffalo Gap to 
look out for the region along the Cheyenne 
River, from there to Battle Creek. Col. Sum- 
ner is ata point on the Cheyenne River, about 
six miles from the junction ot Belle Fourche, 
with three companies of the Third Infantry, 
bis more particular duty being to watch the 
Cheyenne River Reservation Indians im that 
region, and also prevent any leaving. It is 
expected that a company of Cheyenne Iadlan 
scouts, under Lieut. Casey of the Twent 
second Infantry, pow at Fort Keogh, will be 
sent to join the Sixth Cavalry as soon as pos- 
sible. ‘Ihe place of suppites for the reciment 
will be Fort Meade. Interpreters and guides 
are employed as fast as possible. 


Humph in Custody. 


PIERRE, 8. D., Dec. 11.—A report has been 
received here to the effect that Humph, the 
Indian chief who has been creating so much 
trouble at Oberry Creek in the Cheyenne 


Agency, has been taken Into custody by Capt. 
E. P. Ewers of the Fifth Infantry.

winter. The officers are drilling their men 
and say they are ready for P aay emergency.

A BRAKEMAN’S NERVE. 


HURLED INTO A RIVFB, HE SWIMS TO 
SHORE AND SAVES A TRAIN. 


The New York Flyer Fiagged in Time to 
Prevent a Terrible Disaster—Walked Off 
a Bridge—Perished in the Flames—Stores 
Gutted—Casualties. 


BETHLEBEM, Pa., Dec. 11.—While a west-

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THF BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

There is nothing the matter with the 
money market or the course of business 
in this country that cannot be traced di- 
rectly to transitory causes plainly at work 
on the very surface of the situation. 

The locking up of the immense re- 
sources of the great banking-house of 
Baring Bros. through its complica- 
tion with South American affairs now in 
a chaotic condition, caused a stringency 
in London and something like a panic in 
New York, as it sent home large blocks 
of American securities and depressed 
prices. The increase in failures of 
weaker firms which always acoom- 
panies such temporary depres- 


, sions naturally aggravates and prolongs 


them, by spreading alarm and promoting 
the hoarding to which timid capital al- 
ways reste on such occasions. The 
strongest banks become more cautious 
and cut dowa theirloaus. The large im- 
portations made to take advantage of the 
high prices ordained by the new tariff 
taxed the resources of the importers to 
the utmost, and their demand for a post- 
ponement of date of taking their importa- 
tions outof bond under the old tariff, 
created an impression that they were 
overloaded and that the worst of the 
storm was yet tocome. This further in- 
creased the alarm and the hoarding, 
which together fully account for all the 
trouble there is in the mohey market. 

We have more money and less debt now 
than when business was running 80 
smoothly and confidence was so unshaken 
a year ago. The banks are really stronger 
than they would have been if there had 
been no disturbance at all. A scare 80 
groundless must soon pass away. The 
hoarding which is wrecking a few weak 
firms here and there has so far produced 
no wreckage in St. Louis, and will soon 
cease everywhere when it is seen that the 
conditions for a general crash are ab- 
sent. :

PLUMB TO THE REFCUF. 


There are increasing indications and 
intimations from Washington that the 
President is at last convinced that his 
party’s vessel is making too much leeway, 
and that itisnecessary, in view of the 
financial distress in business circles, to 
put in a more money’’ oar to help out 
the more protection’’ oar, which has 
been working so badly. 

What shape this new oar will take is 
still an unsettled question, but it is likely 
to be as bad a piece of patchwork as the 
other. Senator FARWELL has introduced 
a bill to abolish the limit as to the 
quantity of silver to be purehased under 
the silver bill of July 14, 1890, and to re- 
quire the Treasury to purchase under that 
law allthe silver offered at the market 
pricein the wide, wide world, until the 
bullion in the dollar reaches par, and to 
issue new Treasury notes to a correspond- 
ing amount. But the rumor that the ad- 
ministration’s policy 1s embodied in the 
bill introduced by Senator PLUMB has at 
least a color of confirmation in the fact 
that it is evidently a compromise, and 
juggles with the question of free coinage 
in a way that would disgust PLUMB him- 
self, ifhe did not see in it provision for 
unlimited greenback inflation through 
unlimited purchases of silver to compen- 
sate for its indefinite and possibly eternal 
postponement of bi-metallic free coinage. 

This Plumb bill authorizes and directs 
the issue forthwith of legal tender green- 
backs, dollar for dollar, in the place of all 
the national bank notes retired and can- 
celed since 1882 or that may be hereafter 
retired and canceled. It then goes on to 
authorize and order the issue of as many 
more Treasury notes as may be needed to 
pay for all silver offered at the market 
price, not exceeding $1 for 371.25 grains 
pure. Whenever the latter price shall 
have been maintained for six months 
after the Treasury purchases have ceased, 
it provides that owners of silver bullion 
may then have it coined into standard 
dollars without charge and receive the 
dollars or an equivalent in Treasury 
notes, as they may prefer. 

The further provisions for reducing the 
legal tender dollar to 400 grains of stapd- 
ard silver whenever Italy, France and 
Belgium shall undertake to put silver on 
a free coinage and legal tender basis ata 
ratio of 15% to 1, may be dismissed as 
depeading on contingencies too remote 
for present consideration. But the pro- 
visions first referred to would make our 


Government the purchaser and our, 


treasury the storehouse of the entire 
world’s surplus of silver, and it would 
give us treasury notes enough to satisfv 
the most ardent greenbacker. 

The late WILLIAM ALLEN of Ohio never 
had more faith in the Government’s paper 
money millthan Senator PLUMB. If the 
Eastern wing of his party will not give 
him free coinage, he will accept un- 
limited greenbackeas ‘‘something equally 
as good. But even the financial crash 
of 1873 did not induce them to give him 


either.

Wall street is sore beset again. But the 
trouble is not that the Treasury is hoarding 
large sums of money which ought to be in 
circulation. It ie thatthe Treasury will exact 
large sums on the let of February, or before, 
from the business of the country under the 
erm of the McKinley tariff iégisiation. The 
law directs that all goods imported ander the 
old tariff schedules shall be taken out of bond 
on or before the Ist of February, under pen- 
alty of having to pay the new duties. The 
enormous increase of duties made by the 
McKinley bill prompted all our wmer- 
chants te import as heavily as they 
could before that measure went into effect. 
They have strained their resources in buying 
and must now raise additional sums with 
which to pay the duties amd tae the goods 
out of bond before the expiration of the limit. 
They look to the banks to supply them, and 
the banks, with a very proper regard for the 
legitimate business interests invelved, de- 
clined to make time loans to Wall street lest 
they be unable to meet the demands of their 
mereantile customers at a time when woney 
ls in very ective demand on other accounts. 
It is the reckless legislation in behalf of a fa- 
vored class which has brought about this 
year’s distress. It is the MoKiniey tariff that 
is the matter with the money market. 


Caanon’s Bid Is Tee Low. 


From the Chicago Tribune (Rep.). 

In 1868 Congressman Cannon got 19,897 votes 
and hie Democratic competitor 17,204, Can- 
non’s majority being 2,693. Last month Mr. 
Cannon got 18,428 votes, a loss of 1,469, and 
the Democrat got 19,610, a gain of 1,906, giving 
him a majority of 5862. This shows that Mr. 
Cannon has done something to make him un- 
popular with his constituents. He aamits it 
himself. it is probably forthe purpose of 
getting back into their favor that Mr. Connon 
bas introduced a bill appropriating $100,000 to 
get aste for and to censtruct a post-office 
and court-hbouse bullding at Danville. The 
farmers found fault with Mr. Cannon because 
the McKinley Dili, which he voted fur, and 
which he defended on the stump, added over 
$200,000 a year to the clothing bills of the peo- 
ple of his district, with no certainty ae to the 
time when this increased charge would come 
to an end. They will not be reconciled to him 
because he getsthe Government to buy some 
lots in Danville and put up a nice duflding 
therefor them to admire wbem they goto 
town. The sight of it will mot lessen the 
wrath they feel every time they go into the 
Danville stores and are charged higher prices 
for their woolen clothing, carpets, Dbiankets, 
etc. 


A Bascleas Falsehood. 
From the Philadelphia North American. 

There is no truth whatever in the report 
that Mr. Drexel and I have purchased the 
New York WORLD for 3.500, 000, said Mr.

A Novel Factor in Finance, 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Aside from its sociaiand caloric functions, 
the parlor stove has been found to hold inti- 
mate ‘fiscal relations with the Federal G ov- 
ernment to an extent undreamed of by the 
community. It seems that among the in- 
formal methods of banking employed by 
many housewives in the summer, isthe con- 
version of the parior stove into a safe-deposit, 
with the result that when the first cheery 
autumn fire is lighted the cash pours up the 
chimney inthe form of smoke, and the ashes 
are then briskly gather up and transmitted to 
Washington as a species of draft for the de- 
sired amount. Thechief of the Redemption 
Bureau stated recently that not less than one 
hundred such cases were presented to him 
every fall. It is only in rare instances that 
émbers are sufficiently recognizable to per- 
mit of their being cashed; but that fact in no 
wise tends to lessen the popularity of the 
system among thrifty housewives.

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Formal Opening of the Great 
Pulitzer Building in 
New York. | 


A Large Gathering of Distin- 
guished Statesmen and 
Prominent Oitizens. 


An Address of Welceme te the Distia- 
guished Gathering Followed by a Speech 
From Editor Merril! Giving a History ef 
The World!“ and Its Jeurnalistic 
Pelicy—Govs. Hill, Pattises, Campbell, 
Abbott, Beaver and Mansy Other Party 
Leaders Speak—A Nevel Celebration at 
the Close—Carrier Pigeens Sent Broad- 
cast—The World“ Building ia Silver. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The Pulitzer Bullding, 
the greatest newspaper building iu the world, 
was formally opened iast night in the pres- 
ence of one of the most notabie assemblages 
ever gathered for such an event, and 
Gedicated to the purpose for which 
it was erected, to be a home 
for the WORLD, a modei for long time to come 
for buildings for similar uses, a constant 
lilustration of the possibilities of American 
citizenship and American journalism, and a 
perpetual monument to the power of the 
people and the majesty of public opinion. 

Just fourteen months before in the presence 
of an audience only less in dignity and dis- 
tinction than that of last night, Joseph 
Pulitzer, Jr., the young son of the proprietor 
of the buliding and of the WORLD, tapping 
with a silver trowel upon the rough surface of 
the newly laid cornerstone, had uttered the 
sentenoe, It is well done. 

Last night thousand of people, representing 
the political, professional, commercial and 
social life ofthe whole country, viewing the 
massive magnificence and perfected detail of 
the completed work, repeated and indorsed 
the confident verdict of the boy: It is 
well done. As befits a structure 
bullt by the people, the Pulitzer Bullding bas 
been opened free and clear of any incum- 
brance whatever. No mortgage was neces- 
sary to its erection, no permanent financial 
obligation has had to be assumed, and at its 


completion nota dollar of debt rests upon it. 
A DISTINGUISHED GATHERING. 

Last sight’s assembiage was a most signal 
evidence of the extent to which the WORLD 
is recognized asa public institution. 
Governors, Senators and Representatives 
and men distinguished in every profession 
and business came to the Pulitzer buliding 
last night, teaveling in many cases hundreds 
of miles to assist at the ceremony. 
There was a crush in the hallway ofthe great 
bullding long before the hour fixed for the 
celebration to formally begin. Representa- 
tives of the WORLD escorted the guests as 
rapidly as possibie tothe réception rooms in 
the upper floors, where their coats and 
wraps were cared for. The arrangements 
were the same as those used at the Metropoll- 
tan Opera-house for balls and similar events, 
the facilities of that house and the services of 
its attendants having been leaned to 
the WORLD by Manager E. O. 
Stanton. A course through the dulla- 
ing from the press-room to the 
observatory had been carelully laid out and 
was indicated so far s possible on printed 
programmes ana by signs and roped-off pas- 
sageways. A large detuilof the members of 
the city staff further assisted the guests on 
findieg their way about as comfortably and 
expeditiousiy as possible, so that crowding 
and corfusion were tw a wreat extent avoided.

M. MARTIN WILLIAMS DI*CUSSES THE FAR- 
MERS’ ALLIANCE GaTHERING. 


The Sighificance and Results ef the O’Cala 
Meeting—How the Sub-Treasury Scheme 
Was Medified—The Demand of the Kar- 
ses Grangers fet a Third Party Organ- 
sation—The Cuming Ciacinnati Conven- 
tiem, 


H. Martin Williams, 
more experience in politics of all kinds than 
any other man in Missouri, returned this 
morning from Ocala, Fia., where he attended 
the annual convention ofthe Supreme Council 
of the Farwers’ Alliance ana “Industrial 
Union. Hesaid this morning that he simply 
attended as a spectator, representing no 
party or theory. ‘‘The convention,’’ he 
~ waid, was composed of brainy men, and they 
transacted their business in a careful, bus 
ness-like manner. The basis of representa- 
tion was one delegate for every teen or 
twenty thousand mwembors. Missouri had 
ix delegates, and there were 
about one hundred and sixty 
delegates all told, representing 
fully thirty-five States. Among the delegates 
were Gov.-Elect Buchanan of Tennessee, 
Congressinen-Elect Simpson, Clover and Da- 
vis of Kansas, Beaman of Mississipp!, Living- 
tene of Georgia, Alexander of North Caro- 
lina and Pickler of South Dakota, and Mr. 
of North Dakota, who came 
within an ace of being elected 
as the people's and Prohibitionists’ 
candidate for Governor in that new State. 
While there were many able men in the con- 
vention, ldon'tknow of any one who took a 
more sonrpicuous part in the proceedings 
than N. S. Hall, the President of the Farm- 
ers ane Laborers’ Union of this State. He 


fxured ia all the important debates, and it 
woe due to bis efforts and powers in debate 
that the sulitreasury resolution was so imate- 
riaty modified. He opposea the scheme pro- 
posed nd it was modified so as 
to include * demand for mnie re- 
duction of the tariff tax. Then there 
was a modification made in the declaration on 
the subject of transportation through Halse 
efforts.

winning over the delegates from the two Da- 
kotes and Michigan. The Southern delegates 
demurred to the proposition and vigorously 
opposed it. Ley wanted an inde-

Lard they could not swing the convention in 
favor of their pian. Still they secured a 
number of signatures to the independent 
call for the convertion which is to 
be beld Feb. 23, in Cincinnati, 
for the purpose of taking steps to 
(rgan ize & third party.

The splendid race he made for 
Governor was the topic of much comment 
fuvorable to his candidacy for the Senate. 
There will be other Alliance men seeking 
langalie’ place, but unless all siacns 
fait Willetts will got it in a canter. 
He ls a plain, honest fagmer, makes a good 
specon and hae a pleasing address. While he 
isnot what might be considered a vrilliant 
man, still he Bas enough ability to make a 
good record in the Senate. he growth 
ofthe Alliance movement in the South was 
considered nothing short of phenomenal by 
the delegates from the North.

An Electric Road ou Jefferson Aveonue—The 
Northwestern Iwprovemenrt Association. 


A good deal of presstire has been brought to 
bear by lhe patrons of the Jefferson Avenue 
Street Car Line to have that road changed to 
an electric route. Mr. John Scullin leases the 
road from the owners, and the success and 
encomiums he has met in changing the motive 
power to electricity on his other roade has 
induced him to give a friendly hearing 


to people who have been clamoring 
for the same kind of a change on Jefferson 
avenue. The road is the only cross-town 
route in the city, and accommedates a Vast 
number of people who, wishing to reach the 
northern or southern residence section, suve 
u Great deal of time by taking that line, for 
without it they would have to come all the 
way down town, and start out again op an- 
other road for their destination. 

St. Louis avenue is the northern terminus 
of the Jefferson avenue route, and the 
Gravois road the southern end of it, where 
connections may be made with the 
Depot Electric line running along the south 
side of Tower Grove ark, out Arsenal street 
to Reber place. At St. Louis avenue, con- 
nections are made with the Mound City Elec- 
tric line for the Fair Grounds. This and 
the Union Depot road beth belong to 
Mr. Seullin also, and the Jefferson 
avenue line is the best feeder he 
has for either of them. From this it isapparont 
that Mr. Scullin’s interest would prempt bim 
to make the desired change as soon as possi- 
bie. In fact it has been his intention to re- 
construct the road for electricity providing a 
satisfactory arrangement could be made with 
the owners of the iranchiee, and he has met 
with a great deal of encooragement and no 
little co-operation to accomplish that end. 

It appears now that some differences that 
heretofore existed between the principais 
have about been removed and the prospects 
for the reconstruction of the route are very 
favorable. An extension of the road b®@th 
north and south of its resent terminals 
has been suggested. and it is not unlikely 
that the mileage will be considerably in- 
creased under tne new order of things, which 
will likely be gotten into operation early in 
the spring. 

NORTHWESTERN IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 
Ata meeting of the Northwestern Improve- 
ment Association, held at the corner of 
Twenty-secona and Montgomery streets, last 
evening there was an unusually large attend- 
ance, and rosolutions were unanimously

dard. The result was disastrous to the 
bucket shops, and it was then thought that 
this was dueentirely to the withholding of 
official quotations. Many members of the 
board, however, havo since modified their 
views on the subject. It is claimed that the 
cutting-off of quotations has inno way seri- 
ously laterfered with the bucket shops: that 
in fact they have ever since been able to 
secure practically com 1 figures. 

In evidence of this fac it is pointed out 
that there are now in — in this city 
alone about a dozen bucket 
shops, all of which 
a successful business 
members even claim that they get a better 
quotation service than the members of the 
board themselves, who have their own meh 
on the floor of the Exchange. This la due to the 
fact that it became necessary to remove the 
telegraph wires from the Exchange hall into a 
room on a floor below, resulting in a con- 
siaerable delay to the sending and receiving 
of messages. There is a strong movement on 
the Board in favor of a return to the old 
method by which the board made and dis- 
tributed official quotations of prices, and at 
the coming election a ticket will be nomin- 
ated pled, ed to oarry out this idea, with a 
very prow ising prospect of ite success.

DEMAND FOR TIME LOANS. 

No permavent relief from the depressing ef- 
fect of the present financial stringency can 
be looked for until cash for time loans is 
evailabic. From present indications New 
York banks will not be able to supply this 
want for sometime to come, and the action 
of foreign capitaiists is therefore watched 
with the keenest interest. Leading London 
Dankers have not only agreed todo all thatis 
intheir power to afford relief, but have ad- 
dressed letters to Berlin finan- 
ciers, urging upon them the necessity 
of preventing anything like a panic on Wall 
street. This, itis represented, would bave a 
most disastrous effect upon foreign markets. 
Large sume of money have been loaned abroad 
on the security of American stocks, and these 
joans can be continued as long as prices do 
not fall much lower than the present quota- 


tions. Should, however, a panic set in, the 
effect on the Furopean stock markets, whose 
recovery from the embarrassment occasioned 
by the Argentine Kepublic complication 10 
Delleved to be ratbor apparent than real, 
would be most ruinous, and as a measure of 
self-protection, Europe and German bankers 
should sustain the New York market and pre- 
went the fall of American stocks. 

AID FROM ABROAD. 

The news of this disposition on the partof 
foreign financiers, solidiy backed as it has 
been by the shipment of $5,000,000 in gold, 
which left Liverpoel on the ajestle yester- 
day, and the report that $1,000,000 more will 
be sent on Saturday, has nad a most bene- 
ficial influence, and it is the universal opin- 
jon that had it not been for the recent au- 
nouncemmentofanumber of heavy commer- 
cial failures that stecks would have risen 
sharply.

DEPEW'S VIEWS. 

Cornelius Vannerbilt, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Dr. Webb, C. F. Cox and II. Ledyard ar- 
rived in Chicago last night aftér a tour ot in- 
spection of the Vanderbilt system of roads. 
In an interview rewarding the existing fla an- 
cial stringency Mr. Depew said the busi- 
ness enterprises of this steam and 
electric age of manufactured values 
and commercial exchanges made the 
currency of the country utterly 
incapable of meeting the demande of legiti- 
mate trade.

Must Answer the Questions. 


CNICAGO, Dec. 11.—Judge Gresham to-day 
decided the cases of Charles Counselman, the 
Board of Trade commission werchant, and 
James C. Peasiey, an official of 


the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
kh. R., involving a violation of the interstate 
commerce law in the shipmentof grain at re- 
duced rates. Briefly reviewing the proceed- 
ings in the District Court and the points 
raised there, Judge Gresham held tbat 
Mr. Counselman must answer the questions, 
because he was fully protected uader Sec. 
860 of the Constitution from being convicted 
on evidence he might give. In the case of 
Peasiey Judge Gresham decided that Mr. 
Peasiey must produce the papers and 
evidence which had been called for. Both 
petitions fer a writ of habeas corpus were 
denied, and Counselman and Peasiey re- 
manded to the custody of United States mar- 
ahal. Pending the appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, both mén will be released on 
bail. 

The court delivered extended opinions in 
both cases. Counselman’s counsel took 
refuge for their client under the fifth 
amendment of the constitution 
of the United States which 
provides that a witness cannot be compelled 
to incriminate himself. This the court brusbes 
aside by quoting section 860 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, which pro- 
vides that evidence elicited in a judicial pro- 
ceeding shall not be used against a witness in 
any subsequent criminal proceedings against 
him, Counselman, he said. could not 

lead the constitutional amendment for the 
urther reason that he was not orn trial, but 
was merely called as a witness against others. 
Even had he been on trial himself he could 
not be permitted to plead the benefits of the 
the constitutional provision for the reason 
that it was inapplicable, he being protected 
againstthe consequences uf his evidence by 
the statute. 

The reasoning iu the Peasley case was simile 
lar, and both men were remanded to the cus- 
tody of the United States Marsnal. 

It is understood that they will pray appeals 
te the Supreme Court of the United States, 
where a testof the interstate commerce law 
will be made. 


Washington McLean’s funeral. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The funeral of Mr. 
Washington McLean took place this morning 
at 10 o’ciock from his late residence on Jack- 
son place. It wasaquict, simple affair with- 


out the slightest display. The remains were 
encased in a plain biack cloth casket, de- 
void of the ueual silver ornaments. 
On the lid wasa silver plate imscribed with 
the name ofthe deceased and the dates of 
his birth and death. There were no pall 
bearers and only a few carriages. The at- 
tendance was confined to relatives and a few 
intimate friends of the family,inciluded among 
whom were several gentlemen who had been 
associated with Mr. McLean on the Cincinnati 
E irer. The religious services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Dr. Deugiass, rector of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, and the 
reverend gentieman took occasion to 
make a brief tribute to the high 
character ofthe deceased. At their conciu- 
sion the remains, accompanied solely d 
relatives, were transferred to Rock Cree 
Cemetery, just back of the Soldiers’ Home, 
and placed in o vault. This is 
to be their resting place for * 
Short time only, as the family has decided 
upon their final interment at Cincinnati. The 
simplicity of all the arrangements connected 
with the funeral was due to the wishes ot the 
deceased, who bad often expressed bis disap- 
prebation of any attempt at any display on 
euch occasions.

Bad Efiects of the New Antipyretics. 


From the Medical Bulletin. 7 

Excluding the effect of heroic doses, and 
considering only those which are ordinarily 
regarded as medicinal, Dr. Goldman is led to 
the following conclusions: 


Antifebrin—Individual susceptibility to this 
drug differs widely. Even the smallest doses 
are capable of giving rise to dangerous symp- 
toms. Especial caution is necessary in using 
it among children. Its continued adminis- 
tration begets u cumulative action. Collapse, 
cyanosis, vomiting and profuse sweating not 
infrequently happen. 

Antipyrlu— Neither may any absolute dose 
be stated of this substance. It also needs to 
be used with prudence among children. It 
also possesses a cumulative power. Exan- 
thems, collapse, cyanosis, dyspnea, vomlt- 
ing, and excessive perspiration aro often its 
effects. That death sometimes follows the 
exhibition of comparatively small quantities 
udmonishes us to prudence, ' 

Phenacetin—Eruptions and lcoplous sweats 
are not infrequently occasioned, the latter 
especially in persons predisposed to free per- 
spiration. Cyanosis and collapse are of less 
common occurrence. It should be given 
cautiously to children. 

Without expecting it}to take the place entirely 
of the other two bodies, phenacetin may well 
be preferred to them in many cases, espe- 
cially in regard to the fact that it is less liable 
to create embarrassing and dangerous man- 
festations.

THE EETT LEG. 


In Mest Persons It Is Stronger Thantthke 
Right. 


From the Nineteeath Century. 

Tnere is a popular idea that because the 
right arm is more often used and stronger 
than the left, so the right leg is stronger 
than the left. This is not correct; there is 
evidence that the left leg in most people is 


stronger than the right. From the theoret- 
ical point of view it would appear tbat in all 
manual labor requiring increased use of the 
right band, the leftleg is also employed on 
the principle of equilibrium. Inthe case of 
the lower animals (except ambulators,camels, 
etc.), and babies, when walking on all fours, 
the right fore limb moves with the left hind 
limb and vice versa. It follows from this that 
mun, using the right arm more than the left, 
— probably use the left leg more than the 
right. 

Many people find less exertion in walking 
around large circles to the right than Im going 
totheleft. This Is also tke case in race paths 
for athietic sports, nearly all of which are 
arranged fer the racers te go in circles to the 
right in running. Again, travelers have 
observed that hunters, when lest on prairies, 
wander areund jn circlesto the right. This 
fact has been attributed to their following the 
course of the sun, but this does net appear to 
be necessarily the case. Many skaters can per- 
form more figures on the left than on the 
right feet—or, at any rate, in commencing, 
figures are more readily done on the left foot. 
With rene dancers it is usually observed that 
the more complicated feats of balancing are 
verformed on the left foot.

A SMOKE CONSUMER. 


The Owners ef the Invention Which Is Be- 
ing Tested at the Feur Cenrta Willing 
to Have It Stand on Ite Merits— Harbor 
Items—Usenitable Stone for the City 
Hall. 


The Lee Smoke Consumer Co. has made a 
proposition to the city through Bullding Com- 
missioner Furlong which will be of benefit to 
the city if accepted, At any rate it will cost 
the city nothing and will do much toward 
maintaining the interest ofthe public in the 
smoke prevention boom. The proposition 
comes from Mr. Alexander Konta, the local 
agent ofthe company.

If the committee finds the ma- 
chine satisfactory the company will give it to 
the city free of charge, to be left where it 
is on the Four Courte boilers. 

Mr. Kontain speaking of the proposition 
said: 1 do not want to have ail our work and 
expense wasted, and as noone will accept 
any but an official opinion on the subject, we

The Melbourne Cup and important Stakes 


in This Country Reviewed—New York's” 


Winter Carnival ef Athletic Sportse—The 
Western Asseciation Wants a Club in 
Chicago—General Sporting News. 


O worship the institu- 
tions of foreign coun- 
tries rather than 
those of home is an 
Americanism says the 
New York Tribune. 
About affairs beyond 
the sea there is a 
giamor that fascin- 
ates, that enrap- 
tures, that biinds; 
a ‘glamor that impels us to belittle the 
things we have and magnify those that we 
know notof. Sometimesa view thus gained 
is a right view, but more generally it is 
wrong. For instance, we have been informed 
that racing in America is not to be compared 
with racing in Australia, and so often has this 
information been drummed into us that it 
bas become a matter of common belief. Trav- 
elers who have rested their admiring gaze ou 
the Flemington course at Melbourne turn up 
their noses at Sheepshead Bay, Monmouth 
Park and Westchester. They laugh at our 
80,000 spectators on Suburban Day, and tell us 
of the hundreds of thousands that turn out to 
see the race for the Melbourne Cup. They 
make us feel small, for we are a people mod- 
est and dimdent. 

But let us glance hastily over the famous 
Victoria Racing Olub’s programme for the 
season of 1890-’91 and see where it differs 
materially frem the programme made up at 
home. The first thing we notice is an incon- 
gruity, but latitude and iongitude are re- 
sponsible for that. We see the spring season 
beginning on Nov. 1, and the autumn season 
on the 28th of February, but let that pass. It 
is more important to observe that in the en- 
tire year there but twelve race days. Within 
Krupp-gun-shot of New York there are over 
300. The spring meeting at Flem- 
ington lasts four days, and the 
autumn meeting continues tor the 


same period, races being run on Sat- 
urdays, Tuesdays and Thursdays. The New 
Year’s Day meeting occurs in midsummer, 
and is good for one day only. On May 25, 
when the bush drops into the sere and yellow 
leaf, the Queen’s Birthday meeting is beld— 
one day only. In midwinter, on July ll and 
18, the Grand National Steeblechase meeting 
takes place. Thatisall. It is unnecessary 
to take account of the other jockey clubs and 
racetracks in Victoria. They are but side 
lesues as compared with Fiemington, the 
great metropolitan course, that so often has 
been flung in our teeth and crammed down 
our throats. 

In twelve days the added money from the 
club’s funds ts $220,500. Well, that beats us. 
Our racing associations, with semi-annuai 
dividends of only 47 per cent, cannot afford to 
be extravagant In the matter of added money. 
A wise economy is the mother of jockey clubs. 
And such a mother! Dear soul, she has borne 
ten right herein the midst of us, and all but 
one are living and doing well. The added 
money in the Melbourne Oup is $50,000, to- 
gether with a trophy valued at $750, for the 
winner. That also bdeate us. An AMmer- 
ican jockey club would drop dead at tho 
thought of giving away so vast a sum in 3:29 
—the time ittook Sheet Anchor to win the 
cup im 1685. Besides the added money, there 

the eweepstakes aud forfeits from 149 
222 which bring the total value of 
,000. To offset this, we have the 
land Futarity, with its 900 entries 
,000. That sounds big, 
but be prize that goes with 
the Melbourne Cup is. A tremendous differ- 
ence, certainly! Samuel Bryaat, he of the 
agile gab, won the Futurity two years ago, and 
hasn’t got it yet. There is another difference. 
Walle our richest stake causes an annual 
ecrambile for five andahalf furiose among 
fifteen or twenty puling Infante of the turf, 
the most coveted prize in the antipodes is 
striven for in a grand battle between cham- 
jones of all , a battle fought over a dis- 
ce of two miles. No wonder 100,000 people 
goto seelt. Ye geds, what a magnificent 
gie it must be! Faturity is a puff of 
swoke—an explosion—wreath fer the victor— 
ambulance for corpses; all over ina minute 
and aquarter. The Melbourne Cup 4a three 
and one- halt minutes of the sport of kings. 

But we have the Suburban at which to point 
the finger of pride. What the Derby is te Eu- 
gland, what the Grand Prix is to France, what 
the Melbourne Oup 1 to Australia, the Subour- 

ig to America. Is is the race-we leok-for- 


ward to asthe climax of each racing season. 
Yet the Suburban suffers sadly by compari- 
son. It is of no use trying to persuade 
ourselves thatthe young American classic is 
whatitshould be. We do not complain of 
the distance—a mile and a quarter—because 
we have grown accustomed to it, but we do 
complain of itegsmall money value. This is 
increasing year by year, but the increase is 
far too slow. In 1880 the added money was 
only $6,325, that being the amount required to 
bring the prose value up to the guaranteed 
point, $10,000. The rest of the sum was made 
up from the gweepstakes and forfeits. The 
number ef nominations was sixty-cight, a 
great fallitg off einde leer, when there were 
109, though the stake was then worth $2,000 
less than it ie now. With the increasing mag- 
nitude of turf Interest there must be some- 
thing wrong with a stake that loses forty- 
one subscribers in three years. The Melbourne 
Cup, at two miles, has been raced for annual - 
ly these twenty-nine years, and the number of 
entries has been as high as 165. This year 
there were 149. The Suburban is a handicap 
sweepstakes of $)00 each, half forfeit, or only 
$25 if declared. The Cup Is a handicap sweep- 
stakes of $250 each, $50 forfeit, or only $25 if 
deciared. Im the conditions of the two races 
the difference of proportion is readily. 
seen. In the Suburban the forfeit is 
one-half of the sum required to 
start, while the declaration fee is one- 
fourth of that amount. In the Cup the forfeit 
is only one-fifth and the declaration fee one- 
tenth of the sweepstakes. There have been 
as many as thirty-five starters forthe Mel- 
bourne Cup at $250 each(Sheet Anchor’s year); 
in the Suburban of 1890 there were nine at $100 
each. Our secretaries pursue a wrong policy 
in arranging the conditions of important 
races. The temptation to subordinate 
everything to the betting interest is 
too strong for them. Secretary Crickmore 
must be excepted,as he has not yet had the op- 
— to overcome the old fogyism of 

onmouth Park. Mr. McIntyre is more nearly 
in touch with the sentiment of the times than 
any of the other secretaries. A feature in the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club’s stakes to which he 
calis particular attention is the small declara- 
tion fee, but admirable as is that feature there 
is still room for improvement. Let him re- 
duce tbe fee one-half. Let him also reduce 
the forfeit one-half, and double the 
amount of the sweepstukes. He .would then 
see longer lists of entries, get better fields 
at the post, bave better racing, tncrease the 
enthusiasm in the betting ring and improve 
the gate receipts. The chief end of a jockey 
club is a fat treasury and the first step in that 
direction is the corralling of owners and 
horses. The best method of accomplishing 
this is to bat them with small forfeits and 
smaller deciaration fees. Then, gentlemen, 
after you have them allitis an easy matter 
to get out select fields at big prices, as your 
stakes will be worth trying for. 

The Suburbae of 1891 may be a slight im- 
provement on that of 1890, as the club has 
raised the guaranteed value to $15,000. The 
Brooklyn Jockey Ciub Handicap, however, 
bids fairtoeciipse it, as the value of that 
stake has been raised to §20,000, a stroke of 
enterprise that will not ail in its appeal to 
owners, The starting fee has been raised to 
$200, halt forfeit, or $50 if declared. We should 
prefer to have it $200 cach, $50 forfeit, er only 
$20 if declared. 


French Yachts te Compete. 


Ameeting of prominest Frenchmen, who 
take an interest im yachting, was recently 
held in Paris. It was dicided that France 
should be represented in the yacht races for 
the America Cup aad cther international 


yachting events, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to use every effort to foster 
yacht building in French yards, aud to 
develop the training of racing crews 
to gall them. The English yachting journals 
give considerable space to reports of the 
meeting and Land Watr commentson it 
editorially as fellow? 

A committee has just bien formed for the 
purpose of imsuring thb participation of 
yachts of French build ſu international re- 
gattas abroad, and especially in races for the 
America cup. The committees, the members 
of which include Vice-Admiral Miot, M. 
Eugene Perignon, M.Vuiiaume, director of 
the journal Ze Yachr N. Calillebotte, the 
brothers of Men ler ud other well-known 
ee ye men, decidal at its first meeting:

We must say we are very much in sympathy 
with this movement, and have often ex- 
pressed regret that the appreciation French 
yacht clubs dave shown for the sport by 
offering valuable money prizes for yacht 
races has had so little effecton the racing of 
French yachts. Whether at Havre or Nice the 
competitors have always been British yachts; 
or, if there has been a Frenchman among 
them, it was never with achance of winning 
anything except the special prise offered for 
French yachts. International yacht racing 
between English and French yachts would be 
of immense benefits to the yacating Mmterests 
of both countries, and wetrust thatthe French 
committee will be able to Ohballenge for 
the Royal Victoria Cup next season. 
If they do not win it the i effort 
will not be without effect, as it 
will afford a valuable insight into the proba- 
bilities of French yachting in the future. It 
isnot so very many years ago that all the 
fastest frigates and corvettes in the English 
navy were of French design, and it was a 
standing complaint that British men-of-war 
were not so fast or goed on any point of all- 
ing as those of France. Besides this French 
naval architects have made mest valuabie 
contributions to the naval sciénee of the 
world and it is surely only reasonabie to sup- 

ose that if th put their heads and hearts 
u to the subject of yacht designing and yacht 
sailing they will excel in it just as they did in 
pr ducing fast-sailing ships at the end of the 
century.

The twenty-four subordinate: Counelils of 
the Legion of Honor, a fraternal’ and benev- 
olent order, confined in its membership to 
St. Louls alone, are at present engaging one 
by one in a vote upon the most important and 
vital issue that has come before the order for 
petticment since its birth, eleven years ago. 
So important is the issue that many believe 
the very existence of the order depends upon 
its existence, and in consequence the pending 
struggle is causing the most profound infer- 
est among the membership, and is accom- 
panied by great excitement in its changeable 
course. 

The excitement has reached such a pitch as 
to have already caused threats of secession to 
have been made by one of the strongest Coun- 
cils in the order, to be carried out in the event 
ofthe iseuve being decided contrary to the 
vote already cast by that Council, and parti- 
san feeling isrunuing so high tbat the final 
result ofthe matter iseaid to be looked for- 
Ward to with the gravest anxiety by those 
prominentin Legion affairs. Two Past Su- 
preme Chancellorsof the order are visiting 
the various Councils, making a genuine old- 
time canvass for and against the issue at 
stake, and campaign documents are flying 
through the local mails as thick as lover's 
messages on St. Valentine’s Day. 

Following its settlement by the twenty-four 
subordinate councils the matter will then be 
carried Into the Supreme Counell itself and 
definitely disposed of by atwo-thirds yote of 
the delegate elected on the issue from the 
subordinate counciis. This action will be 
taken between Jan land 15. 

TUM EME NCY RESERVE FUND’’ ISSUE. 

The issue upon which tho Legionis now di- 
vided is that of the expediency of establishing 
aun Emergency Reserve Fund’’ as a guaran- 
teo that the assessment insurance received by 
membership in’the order shall be stable and 
enduring. An amendment to the Legion Con- 


atitation, providing for the establishment of 
such afuetl, was submitted last October by 
Henning M. Prentis, a delegate to the Bu- 
preme Council from Alpha Council No. 1, the 
largest of all the twenty-four subordinate 
councils, having a membership of 800. 

It was iinmediately referred to the Past Su- 
preme Chancellors of the order, six in num- 
ber, composing a board to which all especially 
important Lewion legislation is leit for settle- 
ment. ‘This board came to a tie upon the 
jesue, its members standing as follows: In 
favor of extabiishing an ‘‘hmergency Relief 
Fung, Past Supreme Chancellors Frank 
Gaiennic, A. Moore Berry and Frank M. Es- 
tes. Ayainst the fund, Past Supreme Chan- 
ceilors James G. butier, J. H. Terry and F. 
II. Thomas. It was then decided to defer 
auction on the question and take it before the 
various subordinate councils for an expres- 
„Son before ite final settiement bythe supreme 
Council. ° 

ARGUMENTS IN ITS FAVOR. 

The issue was a Krave one. The argument 
used bv friends of the proposed fund was, 
firet, thut it would do away with the objection 
eo often urged ugainst the Legion that on 
account of its strictly local membership the 
order might be wiped out of existence at any 
momont by an epidemic or great catastrophe 
ofany sort causing unexpected loss of life in 
St. Louis; that the history of all assessment 
societies had been that of splendid success for 
ten or fifteeu years, followed by disaster from 
an inevitable greatiy increased death rate as 
the members wrew older; that the country 
wus strewn with the wrecks of dead co-opera- 
tive associations, and that no purely frater- 
nalorder could expect immunity from the 
inexorable lawe of mortality. Any suaden 
increase in the death-rate ang the censequent 
Assessment always Caused niany young mein- 
bers to drop out of such orders, leaving the 
burden to be borne by old men, who could 
not then obtain cheap life insurance. Fig- 
ures were submitted showine the neces- 
sity for all fraternal orders receiv- 
ing an accession of young new members 
yearly to more than offset the Increasing age 
of the original membership, the resulting in- 
creased death rate und the natural lapse of 
membership. Even then it was shown that 
this steady accession of young hlood could 
not always be kept up, and that the risk con- 
seqguentiy increased year by year. Who must 
Pay this increased risk? The older members 
who retain their membership iu the order. It 
Was accordingly argued thatto do away with 
thiae danger, if was sound sense as well as 
simple urithmetic, that each member should 
pay annually an amount over and above 
the actual yearly cost of insurance 
which, compounded, em meet his natural 
risk at any age subsequent to bis age at entry. 
In other words, every fraternal order should 
establish an emergency reserve fund to meet 
increased death losses due to udvancing age, 
epidemic or sudden disaster. 

Such a fund would afford older members 
safety, protection and cheap insurance when 
they most needed it, aud as a uuarantee of 
the longer existence of the order would be an 
inducement to young men to become and re- 
main members. It was based upon the Eng- 
lish plan already in successtnil operation. 
Under the ‘‘Friendly Societies“ acts of En- 
giand all fraternal beneficiary orders are re- 
quired to have reserve emergency funds. The 
English societies, the Munchester, Unity and 
Order of Foresters, with over 500,000 members 
each, have reserve funds amunting to mi- 
lions of pounds sterling, and owe their life 
and strength to those funds. 

HOW'1T WILL BE RAISED. 

The proposed fand for the Legion of Honor 
was to be raised as follows; One-sixth of 
each contribution tothe number of fifteen to 
be reserved bythe Executive Board to form 
au emergency funda. Not more than 
two and a half contributions to be laid aside 
jm any One year would, it was shown, make 
the additional maximum cost to each member 
as follows: Members under 30 years, $1.26 per 
$1,000 per annum ; between 81 and 40, $1.56; be- 
tweer 4] and 45, $1.88; between 46 and 50, $2.50. 
Bhouid the death rat be much under eight 

er 1,000, as it has been for several years past, 
the cost would be elightly less. It was giso 
provided thatthe emergency fund might be 
used by the Supreme Council to pay losses 
iu excess of 11 per 1,000, or 47 
‘deaths upon the present membership. 
Under tbat plan rot more than nineteen as- 
dess ments need be called in any one year 
until the emergency fund was cxhausted. 

There was no legal difficulty in the way, as 
the Legion had already established a small 
reserve fund of about $5,500 and no organic 
change in the laws of the order would be in- 
volved, nor would it increase the amoun 
paid on each contribution. Two and a ha 
contributions, it was estimated, upok the 
present membership, or $13,700 cempounded 
annually at (per cent would amourt in ten 

bars to $171,000 and in twenty years to 8424. 000.

THE OPPOSITION CAMPAIGN.

It would be unwise to create such a fund, 
therefore, and other figures were given in sup- 
port of its inexpediency, the oirbular closing 
with the assertion that the future of the 
Legion depended upon the loyalty and Indus- 
try of its members in keeping up the order. 

THE FIGHT cen SUBORDINATE COUNCILS, 

The propositien to establish the emergency 
fund, was submitted to the twenty-four sub- 
ordinate Councils on Nov. 11, with afavorabie 
recommendation from a majority of the board, 
Chairman O’ Neli Ryan voting fer its adoption. 
Then the fun began, and the fight bas been 
fast and furious ever since. Past Supreme 
Chancellor James G. Butler started out on a 
canvass of the various councils, arguing 
against the proposition. Past Supreme 
Chancellor Frank M. Estes camped on his 
trail, using all his powers of seductive elo- 
quence to secure favorable consideration of 
the idea ofsuchafund. Past Supreme Chan- 
cellor Frank Galennſle and A. Moore Berry 
backed up Estes and Col, Butier was ussisted 
by his valiant Lieutenant, Delegate 
A. F. Hopper of Compton Hill Council, No. 9. 
Tbrough all the twenty-four councils the war 
spread until the Sioux ghost dance was more 
than discounted. Delegate John Wall ef 
West End Council, No. 7, the father of his 
council, first in war, first in peace and not far 
from first in the home-stretch of any Legion 
mowement, jumpedon the fund idea with 
both feet, taking the sturdy stand that there 
was no wisdom in establishing a big fund for 
somebody to run off witb. Nothing was 
beard in Legion circies bat diacussion of 
the one absorbing question, and above the 
great undertone of informal argument rose 
the voices of Frank Estes and Col. Butler 
pleading like rival lucifers for the same soul. 

THE VOTING BEGUN. 

Last week the voting on the proposition be- 
ganinsome of the councils. Lafayette No. 
19, Compton Hill, No. 9; Delmar, No. 20; went 
againetit, but Victoria, No. 10, one of the 
larger counciis, stemmed the opposition and 
»voted soll in favor of the fund. Then 
it was the realdanger threatening 
the legion ret came apparent, 
Compton Hill Council, of which Col. Butler 
and Delegate Hopper are members, is bitterly 
radical in its opposition tothe reserve fund 
idea. Frank Estes and Delegate Hopper were 
both present when Lafayette Council voted in 
ite favor, and the latter was wroth over the 
result of the vote, hie chagrin being increased 
by the gratification shown by Estes. 

„If the Legion of Honor decides to estab- 
lish am emergency reserve fund in opposition 
to its original principies,’’ cried» Hopper, 
‘‘Compton Hill Council will secede from the 
order. 

And it is believed that this threat of Sece. 
sion will be carried out, owing tothe intense 
bitterness of the fight waged by Compton Hill 
againet the proposition. Whether enough of 
the other councils to form a confederacy 
would follow is a question that time alone can 
answer, but the prospects are tbat the de- 
cision on either side will leave the Legion all 
split up the back. 

MUSIC IN THE AIR. 

On next Saturday night Bonaparte Council 
No. 15 votes onthe proposition: on Monday 
night St. Louis Council, ‘‘Big Six,’’ of which 
Frank Estes and Mr. Gaiennie are members; 
on Tuesday night Excelsior No. 17; on 
Wednesday Commercial No. 13, and on Thurs- 
day night Alpha No. I, the ‘‘Jumbo’’ of the 
Legion,fromwhich the proposition enamated, 
will cast ite probably pivotal vote of 

To-night Hyde Park Council 
J will place itself on record 
by its vote on the proposition, and within the 
next two weeks ali the subordinate counolils 
will have voted. One significant feature of 
the fight ia that allthe councils take decided 
action.No ‘‘uninetructed de!egates’’are being 
sent to the Supreme Counclitbis year. They 
gothere definitely pledged to one side or 
the other, and it will be possible to foretell 
the fate of Delegate Prentis’ amendment 
long before the Supreme Council 
begins ite mysterious star-chamber sessions. 
Suvreme Chancelor O’Nelll Ryan’s successor 
in that august office will come into power at 
the most critical period in the eleves years’ 
history of the Legion of Honor, and the ne- 
cessity is recognized of selecting a man able 
to guide the order safely through the storm 
tbat will surround aud follow the settlement 
ofthe emergency reserve fund question. It is 
probable, owing tosuch a crisis, that one of 
the old Legion veterans will again be called 
to the post of command.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 10.—The first effect 
of Jay Gould’s acquisition of the Union Pa- 
cific road felt in this city was a letter from the 
General Freight Agent of the company to the 
Philadelphia Coatracting Agent, received yes- 
day, instructing him to close up his office on 
Dec. 31, and report in New York for duty. 
The Union Pacifichas maintained an expen- 
sive office for years, and now rents a fine suite 
of rooms in the Bullet building, where several 
clerks and soliciting agents are employed.

The 
abolition of this office is in pursuance of Mr.

The Vanderbilts, who boughbtupthe holdings 
of the minority stockbolders, are understood 
to have transferred their stock to the New 
York Central Co., and it is desired 
that the property be brought 
directly under the management of that 
corporatien. Gen. McGee still retains 
the presidency of the Fall Brook Coal Co. in 
which the Vanderbiite are largely interested. 
The Vanderbilts have purchased about 15,000 
acres of bituminous coal land on Cheat Creek, 
In the northwest corner of Cambrig County, 
and the Beech Creek road is to be extended 
thirty miles to reach it. This tract isthe only 
undevelbped coal territory of comsequence in 
the Allegheny Mountains. It will afford a 
considerable amount of traffic for the 
railroad, which wiil turn it over either 
to the Fall ,roo« Co. or the 
Reading. This extension willbe made next 
year. The purpose of the change in man- 
agementfihas been Delieved to be related to the 
recent acquisition of a charter fora road to 
connect the Beech Creek with the Lake Shore 
at Ol Ciry. The connection of ninety miles 
of track will close the gap, andform a new 
route from Chicago te Philadelphia. For 
through all-rall route thisjroad will be of great 
advargtage, it will be 905 miles long as against 
1.028 by the present.foute via Lyoms and the 
New York Central.

From the Writer. 

A friend of mine always used to crowd just 
as much as he could on the last page of every 
etter he wrote,so that at the bottom he might 
have left only just room enough for bis name. 
Thus he avoided the use of any compliment- 
ary phrase that to him was meaningless, and 
tethe receiver of the letter might mean more 
or less than the writer would wish.I have often 
seen him painfully wrestling with his imagina- 


tion or bis memory for ideas er facts enough to 
make ink and paper come out even. Surely 
his method of getting over the difficulty is 
awkward, to say the least. If the ending hav- 
pened to come naturally in the middle ef the 
t would be better right there to omit 
teful phrase than to take yeur own 
nd that of your reader with needless 
sentences, added merely to ft. Custom, 
however, preecribes that all letter writers 
shall at the end say something 3 to their 
correspondents, een though the body of the 
letter contains the most caustic sert of a 
Scotch blesding. No doubt, too, there are 
shades ef meaning in the many forms that 
this peliteness assumes. You will seldem 
find a man who always signs. his name 
with the same phrase lu - front of it, there be- 
ing usually an attempt to make the phrase 
accord, at least to some extent, with the na- 
ture of the rest of the epistie. It would at 
first seem bard, then, to learn from any given 
body of correspondence the comparative de- 
grees of the popularity that these phrases 
possess, but, curious to try it, 1 examined 300 
of my old letters, 150 purely business letters, 
and an equal number of a general nature from 
friends and acquaintances, none from rela- 
tives, and all from different persons. Here 
are the statistics:

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One notable feature of this table ig the 
scarcity ofthe signatures so wellnigh uni- 
versal a century ago, such as Tour Obedient 
Servant, of which I found but two instances 
in 300 letters. ‘‘Your Humble Servant seems 
to have departed this life. Can this be due to 
the distaste Americans have for even the sem- 
biance of servilityv? 

‘*Yours Truly, trite, commonplace, as de- 
void of meaning as two words can be, yet 
holds the lead in favor to an extent not to be 
wondered atin business letters, but something 
surprising in letters of friendship, where an 
expression of feeling is not eut of place. 
„Very Respectfully’’ and Tours Respectfully” 
are suitable when the person to receive the 
letter is much older thanthe sender or dy 
reason of his position deserves some marked 
expression of deference, but the phrases are 
too often used without regard to their signifi- 
cance. There is also a common habit of 
shortening the word ‘‘Respectfully’’ into 
‘*Resp.,’’ or even Res., though it would 
seem that it a man deserved respect dignity 
would call for sometbing more than a bob- 
tailed fashion of giving iv. 

Tours, etc.,’’ seems a half-hearted, lazy 
sort of signature; a Zigzag line would mean as 
much and be easier to make. It has not even 
the slight merit of In baste’’ or ‘‘Hastily, 
which at least serve as an apology for bad 
writing. As far as simplicity goes, ‘*Yours’’ is 
infinitely preferable, and, indeed, isthe best 
way to day something without meaning any- 
thing—best because the shorter the useless 
formula the better. Yet perhaps these and all 
the rest of the phrases cited convey impres- 
sions to other minds different from those they 
give me. Did you ever chance to try to prove 
philosophically or mathematically or in any 
other wav, that any given word means exactly 
the same thing to anybody else that it means 
to you? Try it and there you will with me 
cease to prescribe how others shall sign them- 
—— and be contest with following your own 

ancy.
